Pe eiday. July 21st, Route 169, the Eastside Industrial Highway in 
Bayonne was opened with impressive ceremonies attended by the Governor, 
the Highway Commissioner and State, County and Municipal officials and 
representatives of industry. This highway was made possible when the 
Governor signed Chapter 88 of the Laws of 1957. This measure, sponsored 
by Assemblyman William Martin of Hudson County and others, directed the 
State Highway Commissioner to add a new route to the State Highway System 


which would run from Jersey City to Constable Hook in Bayonne. 


The law also authorized the State Highway Commissioner to receive 


$300,000 from Jersey City and approximately $175,000 in land and money

AUGUST 3 BILLBOARD LEGISLATION 


Trenton, August 2 - Enactment of suitable billboard legislation covering 
Interstate & Defense Highways would result in New Jersey receiving nearly 
$4 million in Federal bonuses over the next 10 to 12 years, the State 


Highway Department announced today. 


Assemblywoman Mildred Barry Hughes of Union County has sponsored legislation 
which would enable New Jersey to obtain the Federal bonus. She told representatives 
of several interested organizations at a recent "strategy" meeting that she 


hoped for passage of the bill in the next session of the Legislature. 


The Federal bonus would be paid on the basis of one=half of one per cent of 


the cost of constructing sections of highway covered by the proposed law. 


A spokesman for the Highway Department explained that the pending legislation 
would apply only in rural and suburban areas of the State because of the 
difficulty in obtaining large numbers of agreements from property owners in 
densely populated areas, It was estimated that approximately 200 miles of 


New Jersey's 375 miles of Interstate routes would be covered by the legislation. 


Congress recently extended the period for legislative action by the states 
for two years in order to permit more states to qualify and, as additional 
incentive for state action, President Kennedy has urged Congress to increase 
the bonus from one-half to one per cent of the cost of construction. To date 


15 states have qualified.

BILLBOARD LEGISLATION 


Under Federal bonus requirements billboards are not permitted within 660 feet 
of the right of way lines on Interstate routes except for those signs which 
advertise the saleor lease of property upon which sign is erected; designate 

name of owner or occupant of property; advertise goods manufactured or produced 


on property; or are official notices of state or political subdivisions. 


The proposed New Jersey law, which regulates rather than prohibits billboards, 
permits the State Highway Commissioner to designate certain roadside locations 
as informational sites. In these areas, which will be screened from the main 
highway, signs will be erected under rigid regulations to provide for motorists' 


information.
